Ws are told tliat this day was ori 


ginally intended by the Puritan col- 
onists, under Gov. Bradford, to ex- 
press publicly their gratitude for 
their season's harvest. It was eleven 
months since the little band arrived 
in Plymouth Bay. 
The "Mayflower" 


had returned that Spring; they were 
alona in the great continent, where 
Indian tribes were powerful and un- 
friendly. 
The next two years are 


recorded in history as unnsually dis- 
astrous—disease, death and priva- 
tions working serious di saster in the 
little band. 
Instead of annual 


thanksgivings, a day of fasting and 
prayer 'was vastly more appropriate. 
In -1623 the abundant harvest was 
spoken of by contemporary colonists 
as a heaven-sent deliverance from 
the dread of famine. 
We are told of 


the day of fasting and prayer ap- 
pointed for the drought, and the 
joyful welcome of rain during the 
service, changing the fast to thanks- 
giving. The custom thus founded 
through the colonial days, and after 
the Bevolntion the Governors of the 
several New England States contin- 
ued to appoint an annual Thanks- 
giving day. 
During the Kovolntion 


the national Thanksgiviug was ap- 
pointed by Congress. 
After 
the 


adoption of the constitution Wash- 
ington 
recommended 
a national 


Thanksgiving. 
After the colonies 


were sent out into the Western Re- 
serve, along the Mississippi, 
one* 


even further towards the setting sun, 
from the New England States, the 
custom of annual Thanksgiving by 
appointment of the Governors be- 
came engrafted on the Territorial off 
shoots of New England, and as the 
young States wheeled into line, the 
custom became established. 
Na. 


tional Thanksgivings were appointed 
by the several Presidents after some 
victory, military or naval. During 
the Rebellion President Lincoln fre-

Hew York by (lie British Army 


The Orator of the Day at New 


York's great celebration Monday was 
George William Curtis. The oration 
was a brilliant effort, and one of the 
most concise historical reviews and 


Among other things ho 
criticisms, 
said: 


To-day the revolutionary story 


ends. At this • hour, one hundred 
years ago, 'the imperial standard ol 
Great Britain fell at the fort over 
which it had floated for a hundred 
and twenty years, and in its place 
the stars and stripes of American in- 
dependence flashed in the sun, 
every sign - and symbol of foreign 
authority vanished from these shores. 
Colonial and provincial America hat 
ended; national America had begun 
He declared that it was for all c 
sorrowful departure. The catastro 
phe was not that an English arm.] 
wns vanquished, it was that Englanc 
was wounded. England bad declined 
the greatest opportunity that was 
ever offered to a great nation, anc 
America, panoplied in the mighti 
memories of her birthright, turnec 
to carry forward as a new nation the 
cardinal principles of constitutiona 
liberty. 


He then sketched tho events tha' 


led to- this great result, from thi 
early Now England Confederation 
the thundorburst ol Otis' plea ogains' 
writs of assistance, the Boston mass 
acre, the shots at Lexington, anc 
last, the evacuation of New York— 
all these, our renowned and glorious 
traditions, immortal as the tale o 
Thermopylae and Platre, of Sembuch 
and Runnymede, revealed the com 
mon American heart and conscience 
the essential and instinctive unity o 
the Colonies, But after the genera 
joy over the evacuation there came 
Wsaid, the reaction that always fol 
lows'prolonged exultation of public 
feeling and devoted and solf-sacrifio 
ing public exertion. The young 
giant had conquered, but his victor 
seemed to have cost him. his life 
Commerce had perished, agricultur 
languished, and manufactures were 
stifled by foreign competition. Th 
public debt 
was enormous, and 


private debt was universal. Taxation 
tha following year 
was resisted 


State authority defied, the Confeder 
ation was a mummy clad in robes o; 
State.' Tha time that tried men's 
souls was in '83 rather than '76. 


In this crucial moment, American 


incapacity to boild a national Arneri 
can commonwealth might justly fll 
every generous and patriotic heari 
with dismay. But fiom John Adams 
all along the line of men who doubt 
ej, they went to-tske part in thai 
Important Assembly. The leaders 
still lived, and independence was 
fact, 
Doubt was" treachery, for in 


the prime of glorious manhood he 
lived, v/hose faith, and character 
and courage, when patriotism de- 
spaired and hope expired, had movec 


1 befora his struggling country a pil 
j lar of cloud by day, of fire by night 
' To think of the revolution is to seo 


him. 
Doubtless tho American rev 


olution was the work of the people 
but it seems the work of a rnan. Hac 
Le fallen at Trenton, been captured 
by Clinton, or hud selfish ambition 
prevailed ogainut him, 
who dare 


doubt that the vision of the "o'ue 
far-off divine event" that drew the 
country through the war, would still 
have 
boon 
fulfilled? 
But 
whu' 


American does Lot know,and proudly 
own, that tho perpetual and inspir 
ing assurance of that event was the 
character of Washington? 


The orator then, with proud elo 


qnence, recounted the fervor, devo- 
tion and faith of Washington. He 
f jllowcd with a rapid sketch of the 
political difficulties precedent to the 
formation of the Union, the disdain 
of .Europe, the poverty of the States 
and their jealousy of Congress, the 
threat of internal 1'evolt, the rofusa] 
to pay taxes to the common Govern 
mout, etc. 
Liberty and independ 


enoe, masquerading as lawlessnesi 
ami liconso, threatened the rustic 
Republicans, as tho leering satyr iu 
the fable deluded the shepherds ol 
the plain. 
But the high destiny of 


the English-speaking race was not to 
be thwiirted. There was no4common 
Constitution, and the general welfare 
and individual liberty were ou the 
verge of perishing. 
But the air 


"Join or Die" thrilled the air and 
became the burden of a mighty 
chorus rolling from the heart of the 
people. 
The Convention met, the 


Constitution was framed; the good 
genius of union, Washing oa, was 
the President. 
For ten mouths tbe 


izreat debate of the document shook 
the country, and then eleven States 
adopted it. 


In the jubilee that followed, aa of 


a people breaking a deadly spell, 
opposition was silenced, and the 
man who, like Moses, had led his 
country through the Red Sea of 
armed strife, was summoned to per 
form the miracle for which they 
waited. With manly humility and 
modest simplicity he bade adieu to 
private life and took up the burden, 
as he himself said, "with the best 
disposition to render service to my 
country in obedience to its call, but 
with less hope of answering its ex- 
pectation." 


The orator then described Wash- 


ington's triumphal way from Mpunt 
Vernon to New York, while the 
army m'nrmured benedictions as he 
passed. April 30, 1787, a great pro- 
cession escorted him "to this very 
spot," said Mr. Curtis. 
"Among 


the mos? imposing events in history 
must always ta accounted tbe simple 
osremoay 
which 
was transacted 


hers," Faoeud Hall, Boston, -was 
the cradle o'f the revolution; Carpen- 
ter's Hall, Philadelphia, sheltered 
the Continental Congress, and there 


he real declaration w*as signed, but 
Sew York cherishes the historic sites 
of its own patriotic activity with tbe 
same reverence that it salutes those 
of its peers. 
He then sketched with fervid elo- 


quence the great events in national his- 
tory that took place-in New York down 
to the reading of the Declaration to the 
people, on tbe spot where he then stood, 
where the first Congress assembled, and 
where Washington took tha oath as 
the first President of the Republic. 
"Tho very air about this hallowed spot 
is the air of American patriotism. To 
breatho it, charged with such memories, 
is to be inspired with theloftient human 
purpose and the 
noblest endeavor. 


Gazing upon this sculptured form, and 
remembering that this was the very 
hour nnd that this tho place of the sub 
lime event; that here, undor tho benig- 
nant arch of heaven, Washington ap- 
peared to take the oath of his great 
office—the nir is bushed, the familiar 
scent fades from before our eyes, and 
our nwed hearts whisper within us, 
'Put off thy shoes from off thy feet, foi 
the place on which thou Blandest is 
holy gtound." 


He next described the great scene 


and drew pictures, of the cluster of illus- 
trious men who gathered about the 
Chief in tho midst of tbe most solemn 
silence before the vnst multitude, look- 
ing on Adams, Hamilton, Sherman, 
Livingston, 
Kuox, Sinclair, Steuben 


and others, as Washington bent low, 
nnd audibly saying, "I swear, BO help 
me God!" reverently kissed the book 
"It is done," cried tho Chancellor 
"Long live George Washington, Presi- 
dent of tho United States!" "Long live 
George Washington!" shouted the peo- 
ple in one resounding cry of exultation. 
"Long live George Washington," rang, 
all the bells aud roared all the cannon 
of a continent. "Long live George 
Washington," echoed every heart aric 
voice in the world that pleaded andbea 
for liberty. 


The oration concluded with an annly 


sis of the character of Washington, the 
great trials that tested his sagacity, the 
greatness he displayed under all trials 
and the admiration with which ha in 
spired tbe world. Eeferring finally to 
tho statue of the first President, h 
closed with these words: "Its rnjaestic 
repose shall charm and subdue the 
multitudinous 
life that heaves ark 


murmurs arouud it, aud as lha moou 
araws the swaying tides of ocean, its 
lofty serenity shall lift the hurrying 
crowd to unselfish thoughts, to generous 
patriotism, to a nobler life. Here de^ 
soended upon our fathers the benediC' 
tion of the personal presence, of Wash' 
ington. Here may the moral grandeur 
of hia character aud his life inspire oui 
children's children forever.

railroads in the country are to be oper- 
ated, will effect hardly a perceptible 
change on the Pacific Coast, as tho 
fifth parallel which is to govern this 
coast, is the one hundred and twontiath 
passing through the eastern boundary 
of California. For, this purpose fiv 
gague meridians have ben established, 
the first passes through tho west end o: 
Nova Scotia, tho second through eastern 
Pennsylvania, the third through cen 
tral Illinois, the fourth near Denver, in 
Colorado, and the fifth being practically 
the boundary line between California 
and Nevada. The continent is thus 
divided iqto five sections, the time 
aeing one hour—aqual to fiftoen de- 
grees—apart. 
When it is 1 o'clock 


in the firstdivision it is 2 o'clock in the 
second, 3 o'clock iu tho third and soon, 
making exactly five hours difference 
in time between Novia Scotia and San 
Francisco.
